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THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. 

Afier the French Revolution of 1789 our 
ancestors had t¢ wait for a couple of gene- 
rations before the truth emerged. It now 
seems as if there is some probability that 
during our own times we shall glean the 
truth about the Russian Revolution of 
March, 1917. That it had been brewing 
since 1905, the end of the Russo-Japanese 
War, is obvious to all who had any know- 
ledge either of the country or of the his- 
tory of the past. Five books before us 
shed light on the problem, and, as the 
light falls from different angles, it is pos- 
sible to see how matters stand. Four of 
them deal with events day by day, but that 
ofsMr. Farbman forms an exception. He 
is far more concerned with causes than 
events, with reasons than results. He is 
a Russian Jewish journalist, with an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the factors which 
produced the Revolution—from one point 
of view. He is a Bolshevik, and writes in 
the Bolsheyist interest. The fascination 
of his book is as undeniable as its know- 
ledge lives, however, in a world 
which is a

port's. This author does much else, and 
does it well, but we are glad to note his 
views on the “intellectuals’’ of Russia. 
Most of us know our Tolstoy, and we ap- 
proach the Revolution in the light of his 
pages. The truth is that this method of 
approach, natural as it is, is quite delu- 
sive; for the literature that has inspired 
the sequence of events is German, not 
Russian. The source of inspiration is 
arl Marx, not Leo Tolstoy. There are 
two, and only two, exceptions to this 
statement. One is Turgenev, whose 
Memvirs of a Sportsman” exercised the 
same influence in his country that 
“ Uncle Tom's Cabin’’ had in the United 
States. Of course, in comparing Tur- 
genev with Mrs. Stowe, we are comparing 
a Triton with a minnow. The other ex- 
ception is Dostoevsky, who was the fore- 
runner of Nihilism. All that Dr. Rappo- 
port tells us convinces us that Tolstoy 
cannot be regarded as the Rousseau of 
Russia. If Tolstoy had never lived, Bol- 
shevism would have appeared. If Karl 
Marx had never lived. would Bolshevism 
have appeared? By Karl Marx we mean 
not only his book, “ Das Capital,” but also 
the train of German influences which he 
set in work. All that has happened con. 
firms us in our view that the inspirers of 
the Russian Revolution were German 
writers and German influence.

| extra consumption of food, clothes, 
| leather, horses, metal, and so en, and the 
| diversion of services and their results 
| generally, If the good objects of the war 
| are obtained, such diversion will. prove a 
good insurance investment, and not waste, 
but the problem is to make up lost time 
and replace material consumed. In any 
case many things produced for war will be 
useful after its conclusion, notably 
munition-making machinery and muni- 
tion-makers’ villages, not to speak of the 
| incalculable value of ideas, inventions, 
new methods, processes and discoveries, 
and general mental stimulus to the 
nation. 

The question, therefore, is one rather of 
replacement than of paying for the war, 
and, instead of facing a prospect of rain 
in further demands on its actual, not 
monetary, possessions, the nation, when 
the war ends, will start once more on the 
road: to making itself richer—perhaps 
from an old mark, but with new ideas and 
methods which may more than wipe out 
the effects of the halt for war. Against 
the debt of the nation to other nations. of 
course, there can only be set the value of 
a-world made safe for democracy. Ger- 
many will have little to pay in that way, 
except possibly as indemnities, and her 
approach to bankruptcy is not a matter of 
bank notes falling in value, but. of such. 
things as the ruin of her railways and the 
excessive exploitation of her natural re- 
sources in a wasted war. 

In replacing the expenditure of war. in 
men and materials and not in bank notes, 
it 18 as necessary to avoid waste as to 
stimulate production.

It is significant that Kerensky is 
a Jew, and we are certain that, when we 
learn more about the Revolution, we shal! 
find that the Jews played a Jeading part 
behind the scenes. 

Mr. Stebbing went to Russia in July, 
1917, after the Revolution had broken 
out, and naturally before the Bolsheviks 
triumphed in the November of that year. 
He gives us a faithful impression of events 
from day to day, and thus his book has 
considerable value. As we read it, we 
could not help being struck by the contrast 
between the Russian and the French Rero- 
lution. In the latter. except during the 
height of the Reign of Terror, the Revo- 
lution did not affect everything in life, 
whereas in Petrograd, Moscow, and other 
towns nothing was left unaltered. What 
is “painfully clear from the books of Mr. 
Stebbing, Miss Gilbreath, Dr. Rappoport, 
and the Princess Catherine Radziwil) is 
the horrible slaughter of the best blood in 
Russia.

The Allied Pursuit. 


The events of the past week, and parti- 
cularly the successful operations of the 
British Armies operating on the Cambrai- 
St. Quentin front, created the gravest 
situation with which the German High 
Command had ever been faced. Their 
plan now is to fall back on the Lille 
Maubeuge-Sedan-Montmédy-Metz line, and 
there to make a desperate effort to avert 
the invasion of Germany. It is a dangerous 
plan which only the gravest emergency 
would justify. The danger lies in the 
virtual impossibility of a safe retirement 
from such a line under the pressure of the 
Allied Armies. The centre of the line is 
right up against the wall of the Ardennes, 
and a retreat through the pends would 
involve the cutting of the further defence 
of the Fatherland in two. The past two 
days witnessed the hasty development of 
the retreat along the entire front. The 
enemy appear to be offering a desperate 
opposition to the advance of the British 
Armies, but before the French troops their 
flight can only be described as precipitate. 
A correspondent draws a terrible picture of 
the sixty miles of country over which the 
enemy are being pursued. He states that 
the northern horizon upon which the eyes 
of the French soldiers are fixed is “a sea 
of smoke and flames,” and that towns far 
beyond the old battle-zone are being re- 
duced to ruins and ashes. On Saturday 
General Mangin’s Army captured La Fére, 
and crossed the La Fére-Laon railway. 
Last night ‘it was announced that 
the French had entered the town of Laon. 
Thus the whole pivot of the’ Germans’ 
hold on north-east France has crumbled 
away. Many more thousands of prisoners 
and hundreds of guns have been 
secured. The British advance, if less 
rapid, has been no less important than 
that of the French. We are now in pos- 
session of Courcelles-lez-Lens, and Noyelle- 
Godault, and are approaching the line of 
the Haute-Deule Canal on the whole front 
between Donai and Venden-le-Vieile. 
Douai is closely invested, and its capture 
is imminent. From unofficial sources we 
learn that British troops have reached the 
outskirts of the city, and that advanced 
elements have penetrated throngh the 
suburbs and are fighting in the streets.

Public indignation at the crime of sinking the 
Royal Mail steamship Leinster is still very 
great, and crowds of the friends of missing 
passengers daily surround the Morgues in Dub- 
lin and Kingstown, anxious to learn some tid- 
ings of those whose fate is yet unknown. There 
is little hope now that any passengers in addi- 
tion to those already reported have been eaved., 
| Search ig still being made in the Channel for 
| dead bodies, and on Saturday several were re- 
covered and brought to Dublin. Some uncer- 
| tainty etill existe as to the names of the officers 
| and crew who were aboard the Leinster on her 
ill-fated voyage. On inquiry being made at 
the offices of the Steamship Company on Satur- 
day, the Secretary stated that the list could 
not be published until every name had been 
verified, and that they had un unable to do 
so up fo the present. 

SAVED FROM THE WRECK. 

Mrs. Dudgeon, of Watford, London, daughter 
of Mr. Denroche, solicitor, Dublin, who was 
saved from the wreck of the Leineter, 
states that she was returning to Eng- 
land after a holiday. At the time of the 
attack by the submarine she wae in her berth, 
and was partly undressed. Putting on an over- 
coat she hurried on deck, where she saw some 
men lowering a boat, which was partly filled 
with passengers. Shé jumped into the boat, 
and when it reached the water she seized a 
boathook, and kept it clear of the ship. The 
men in the boat did not seem to know much 
about rowing, and she had to get the rowlocks 
and fix them for them They ultimately got 
away from the side of the ship, and rowed 
about as best they could for over an hour, 
picking up four or five people who were cling- 
ing to wreckage. There were others whom 
they could not reach owing to the high seas, 
and they had reluctantly to be abandoned. 
When the rescuing steamer came near great 
difficulty was experienced in getting on board. 
Ropes were thrown to the boat, and Mrs. 
Dudgeon managed to catch one, making it 
fast. She got another length of rope, 


caught a rope end hanging over the side of 
the rescuing steamer, and was hauled on board. 
One of the men who was in the boat was 
wounded, and suffered very much frem cold. 
Mrs. Dudgeon generotisly wrapped him in one 
of the few garments she was wearing.

CAPTURE OF NISH. 


The French Hastern communiqué, issued on 
Saturday, refers to the success achieved by the 
Serbian troops south of Nish, in which they 
defeated the 11th German-Bulgar Army. In 
conformity with the terms of the armistice of 
the 30th September, the Allied Armies of the 
East have captured ciose on 90, prisoners, 
including 1,600 officers, among whom were five 
Generals. We also captured over 2,000 guns of 
ali calibres. 

The Austrian communiqué states that in the 
Balkan theatre Austrian troops evacuated Prig- 
nend and Pristina, and that the retirement 1s 
heing carried out in accordance with orders. 
Nish was abandoned to the enemy. 

The Greek communiqué, issued from Salonika 
on Thursday, gives details of the Bulgarian 
atrocities. When Greek troops entered Kavalla 
on October 7 a considerable number of the in- 
habitants had died of starvation, while 3,000 
h been deported as hostages to Bulgaria. 
Three thousand houses had been either burnt 
down or destroyed. 

The Serbian communiqué, dated on Saturday, 
records continuous progress. The whole moun- 
tain of Selichevitza has been captured, and 
Goritza has been reached. 

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
with the French Army, writing on October 13th 
at 4.30 p.m., says—The French troops have 
entered Laon. With it we have reconquered 
the great group of natural obstacles which has 
for years tormed the keystone of the German 
defence in Frarce. 

Laon itself is an ancient town, perched on a 
hill in the midst of a plain, which is bordered 
on the west by the Saint Gobain massif and on 
the south by the range of heights which over- 
look the Ailette. The twin towers of its ancient 
Cathedral could be seen last year from the 
hills south of the Aisne, in the days when our 
troops were fighting for the Chemin des Dames. 
[hen they seemed to be the final goal of our 
effort. To-day the capture of Laon is merely 
an episode of the pursuit. |It has been a fore- 
gone conclusion for days. What gave Laon its

To the north of Le Cateau, and on both banks 

of the Meuse, violent enemy attacks failed.

Army Group of the Crown Prince Rupprecht. 
—Iin the Canal sector on both sides of Douai, 
and on the western edgo of Dousi, we are in 
fighting contact with the enemy. 

Douai has suffered considersbly from enemy 
artillery fire and aeroplane bombs. 

North-east of Cambrai, during the night of 
October 11th-12th, we withdrew somewhat from 
the onemy. The enemy followed yesterday at 
mid-day, and in the evening had reached near 
Avesnes-le-Sec and the heights on the western 
banks of the Selle, near Saulzoir and Haussy. 

in the early morning there was a violent 
artillery duel on both sides of Le Cateau. Be- 
tween Solesmes and Le Cateau the enemy 
attacked with strong forces. He was successful 
in penetrating into our positions on both sides 
of Neuvilly. A counter-attack, which was pre- 
pared for by the most intense artillery fire, 
resuited in complete success, and again threw 
the enemy back. 

A partial attack which was renewed in the 
evening near Briastre was repulsed. 

Army Group of the German Crown Prince.— 
North of the Oise the enemy continued his 
strong attacks on both sides of Vaux-Andigny, 
east of Behain, and near Aisonville. Near, and 
north of Ongny the enemy sought to push 
forward over the Oise into our positions. The 
main burden of the fighting wes berne by 
Thuringian regiments. The enemy was every- 
where repulsed, particularily in hand-to-hand 
fighting and in counter-attacks. 

On the front between the Oise and the Aisne 
the enemy again yesterday followed our rear- 
guard movements only siowly. In the evening 
he had reached the wooded districts of St. 
Gobain, the heights north of the Ailette, and 
Hinefontaine. 

North of the Retourne sector he has crossed 
the line Asfeld-la-Ville, Avancon, Perthes, Vaux, 
Champagne, Vouriéres, with only weak forces. 

An enemy detachment whieh pushed forward 
over the Aisne south-east of Vouziéres were 
taken prisoners. 

Local attacks of the enemy near Termes, on 
the Aisne, were repulsed. 

Von Gallwitz Army Group.—Local attacks of 
ae: “I on the western bank of the Meuse 
ailed. 

Serious fighting continued throughout the day 
east of the Meuse, between Armont Wood and 
the Wavrille. 

North-east of Beaumont the Americans, who 
renewed their fruitless attacks with strong 
forces, were thrown back in hard fighting by 
Hungarian regiments.

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SIR E. GEDDES’S STATEMENT. 
_ Sir Eric Geddes, in a statement on Saturday 
in New York, in which he paid a tribute to 
the part played by the United States Navy, de- 
clared that Germany, in the midst of her 
peace Offeasive, was preparing for a submarine 
warfare of intensified ruthlessness, but that the 
Allies were ready to meet it. American naval 
forces, he said, by their untiring and constart 
harassing of the enemy, had helped to bring the 
German submarine power down to a point at 
which could confidently say it was held, 
though not yet mastered. “I lay great stress 
on these words,” he went on. “A great rm 
newed effogt on the part of Germany is im. 
pending. We know it and its extent. We face 
it with that knowledge, and with the steadfast 
courage of our seamen it will be met.” 

Sir Eric Geddes proceeded to say that he was

| glad to be in America when the Allied forces 


were winning all along the line, but, as re 


' garded peace talk, his policy and his advice to 


others was not to be deinded by hopes of an 


Í early peace, but to be prepared for two years 


more of war. He then dwelt on the fine record 
of the British Navy, which, since the beginning 
of the war, had, he said, escorted overseas to 
and from all the theatres of war some 
sixteen million men, with a loss of less than 
the one-thousandth part of a man on every 
hundred carried. It was intended, he added, to 
maintain that percentage or reduce it. In the 
great flow of American manhood across the 
Atlantic, he said in conclusion, you have had 
You will have more, and I know 
that they will be faced with the fortitude which 
has been shown by all the Allies in this greaf 
struggle of right against wrong. 


REPRISALS FOR ILL-TREATMENT 
OF BRITISH PRISONERS. 


The German Government have now communi- 
cated through the Netherlands Government their 
decision not to ratify the Anglo-German Agree- 
ment for the exchange of prisoners unless 
guarentees are given against the deportation or 
internment of the Germans in China. 

In view of recent information as to the con- 
tinued maltreatment by Germany of British 
prisoners of war behind the lines and in the salt 
mines and elsewhere, the Government have for- 
mulated proposals towards bringing these pro- 
ceedings to an end, and have ge ar edn un- 
less they receive a notification of the acceptance 
of these proposals within four weeks, they shall, 
in concert with their Allies, take such measures 
of reprisal as may be deemed necessary. Steps 
have also been taken to secure the return of 
British prisoners in Turkish hands.

tion of the significance of the disaster. Preach- 
ing from the words, “ There go the 
(Psalm 104, 26), the Rev. James Grubb said 
that it had appeared to him that they needed 
in some degree the sanctities of that place and 
the solemnities of that hour to appreciate the 
meaning and significance of the hideous crime 
against God and man which their foes had per- 
petrated last Thursday by the sinking of the 
Leinster. The deliberation and determination 
accompanying the atrocity were fiendish. 
was not an act of war: it was murder, pure and 
simple. It was a further revelation of the 
depth of infamy to which their foes had fallen. 
Goethe said “ the Prussian was born a ‘brute, 
and thai civilisation would make him ferocious.”’ 
Clearly that was just what it had made him. 
In his latest book, “The Science of Power.” 
Benjamin Kidd had gas out how that it was 
possible to change the course and current of a 
nation’s life in one generation, but there was 
one thing that could not be changed in one 
eneration, and that was the basal elements of 
allen human nature. It was the wickedness 
manifested in the sinking of the Leinster upon 
which ne (Mr. Grubb) would have them medi- 
tate, and not alone the sorrow and suffering it 
involved.
